SEPTEMBER DRIVE PLANNED 


Budget Committee Will Be Ap- 
pointed To Carry Out All 
Arrangements 


By appointing Mayor W. W. Scott 
chairman, and W. T. Helms secretary, 
a permanent organization was effect- 
ed of a_ representative committee 
working to make the Community 
Chest for Richmond a reality, at a 
meeting held at the chamber of 
commerce Iast night. 

At the meeting Mayor Scott was 
authorized: to appoint a budget com- 
tnittee to work out a concrete plan 
for the successful prosectution of the 
Community Chest idea. Scott de- 
clared the budget committee would 
be small, but would represent all 
the various ramifications of the city, 
including public service corporations, 
civic and social clubs. The committee 
whir’ probably “be ““amrounced’.-at a 
meeting to be held Thursday night, 
June 19. 

Thus far the initial committee of 
80 appointed to start the ball rolling, 
reported that the plan for the chest 
has met with no opposition, and 
has unanimous endorsement. Ap- 
proximately 30 of the original com- 
mittee was present at the meeting 
last night. 

Percy Sanford, president of the 
Builders’ Exchange, urged that the 
chest fund should be raised by local 
taYent instead of bringing an expen- 
sive expert from elsewhere to super- 
vise the drive. Clara J. Wilson, head 
of the health center, agreed with San- 
ford’s stafid. 

It igs expected to launch a commu- 
nity chest drive in Richmond the lat- 
ter part of September or the first of 
October. Filled coffers of a chest 
here would obviate individual charity 
drives for funds, as the chest would 


provide for all charitable institu- 
tions under the supervision of the 
city. 


Says Local Fire 
Department Needs 
Many More Men 


Richmond's fire deparment is under- 
mafined, underdrilled, and under dis- 
ciplined, and as a result one of the 
first moves to be made by Fire Chief 
Heary C. Johnson in reorganizing the 
department will be a recommendation 
to the city manager that the person- 
ne} of the department be increased. 


Johnson said he desired his remarks 
interpreted as constructive, not de- 
structive criticism. 

Rigorous drilling of the men and 

study of problems of the department, 
and careful inspection of premises 
to remove all fire hazards will 
shortly be inaugurated, Chief John- 
son declared. 
. “A thorough inspection of business 
and residential houses to remove 
fire hazards plays an all-important 
part in the prevention of fires,” he 
said. “The purpose of the inspec- 
tion is three fold. It furthers- the 
cause of fire prevention; tends to 
reduce fire insurance rates, and aids 
in accumulation of data and knowl- 
edge of conditions in different 10- 
calities that aid the department in 
fighting fires.”

ROUTECHANGE 


Condemnation of the move of the 
city planning commission to de- 
velop a northerly route through the 
city from the Richmond-San Rafael 
ferry by way of Castro street, instead 
of through the business section, was 
‘voiced by E. J. Burg at a meeting 
of the Richmond Real Estate board, 
which... met,..yesterday afternogn [9 
discuss multiple listing. Burg mere- 


jy brought up the subject at the 


meeting. No stand has yet been 
taken by the realtors on the qes- 
tion. 

That the merchants of the city 
annually lose ‘between $200,000 and 
$300,000 in business since traffic has 
been routed along Cutting boulevard 
instead of Macdonald avenue, is the 
assertion made by E. J. Burg anda 
business men of the city. 

“Despite this fact, there is now 
a move on foot to route traffic, upon 
completion of the Carquinez Straits 
bridge in July, along the mud flats 
instead of toward the business sec- 
tion,” Burg declared. ‘Motorists trav- 
eling Cutting boulevard have gained 
a wrong impression of the city. Mac- 
donald avenue can stand plenty of 
traffic yet.” 

The real estate board, as well as 
the merchants of the city, according 
to Burg, strongly urge that tr&@ffic 
be routed across ‘Wildcat Creek, 
down Twenty-third street, which is 
‘straight, 80 feet wide, paved, and with 
no railroad tracks cutting it. From 
Twenty-third, the realtors suggest 
the traffic be diverted to Macdon- 
ald avenue and thence to Garrard 
boulevard. , 

The Merchants’ association of the 
city, which also desires traffic 
along Macdonald, has called a meet- 
ing of all the committees working on 
the DEopomtion: Bie? tonight.

Employers To | 
Be Reported 


Employers working children in the 
asparagug fields at Bradford Island 
will be reported to state authorities. 
according to Dr. C. A. Blake, county 
health officer. Dr. Blake, who re- 
cently made a trip of inspection 
through the district, declared that 
many children under the age limit 
were being worked in the fields, and 
that sanitation condiions were far 
from being good. 

A second trip is to be: made by 
Dr. Blake next week, at which time 
all those violating the law will be 
reported. Between 25 and 30 children 
under 15 are working in the fields, 
he said. One family alone of eight 
children. were being employed for 
bred work in direct violation of the

In a ygmoke-filled room of the 
Cleyeland hotel here, the planks 
were hewn, one by one ,with?many 
stormy struggles. The bloc represen- 
tatives on the cqmmittee staged a 
long attack on the agricultural 
relief provision, but just before 
dawn they were compelled to accept 
what they described as a “lukewarm 
compromise.” 


The platform is 6000 words in 
length and is based upon the orig- 
inal Coolidge design of criticizing 
the récent congress. Here is a 
paraphrase of its provisions as giv- 
en today. 


ECONOMY—Statement on accom- 
plishments of administration, with 
emphasis on reducing number of 
government employees and conserv- 
ing expenditures. 

AGRICULTURE —.Promise to re- 
store balance of econonaic conditions 
as between agriculture and industry. 

WORLD COURT—Re-statement of 
position against American entrance 
or adherence to the league af na- 
tions. An expression that this gov- 
ernment should enter some sort of 
international court of justi ex- 
pressing @glief in the Harding-Cool- 
idge plan with Hughes reservations. 

SECRET ORGANIZATIONS — De- 
claring that guarantees, or religious 
and political freedom as assured un- 
der the constitution must be protec- 
ted.
